168.1 Advance Shipment of Effects 


The Department or Agency may authorize 
or approve the advance shipment of furniture, 
household and personal effects,including a 
privately-owned motor vehicle of an employee 
from a forei gn post to his place of residence, 
or to an intermediate storage point, prior to : 
the issuance of separation or transfer orders. 
to the employee when advance travel has been 
authorized in accordance with section 126.1 OF. 


when it is administratively determined that i 1s 


is in the best interests of the Service. In 
addition, the AID Miss sion Director may autho- 
rize advance shipment of effects in connection 
with advance travel authorized in section 126, i. 
No storage of effects shipped in advance is 
allowable. 
a repayment agreement similar to that pre- 
scribed in section 126.1-4 shall be executed 
by the employee. 


The employee is liable for any costs re- 
sulting from the advance shipment of effects, 
which are in excess of those costs which may 
be authorized subsequently; therefore, this 
authority should be used with extreme care.
